Mach has been said respecting the last ill- 


nest and the death of Aaron Burr. The Bev. 
Dr. P. J. Vanpelt attended him in the solemn 
hour, and has made at the request of a friend, 
the following statement which we find in an ex- 
change without credit: 


In the summer, about the 20th of June, 1836, 


Col. A. Burr came to Port Richmond Hotel, 
(St.".ten Island,) where he took board, near 
which I then resided, as also did the relative 
and friend of Col. Burr, Judge Ogden Edwards, j 
Tho colonel (Uurr) being a valetudinarian, in ! 
feeble health, Judge Edwards solicited me, as i 
often as I conveniently could, to visit him and j 
administer tho consolation of religion to him, 
which, he said, wag desired by Colonel Burr 
and would bo agreeable to him. 


Accordingly from that time until the 13th of 


September, 1836, the day on which be died at 
thu said Port Richmond House, I visited him 
as a minister of the gospel once or twice a week. 
At these consecutive interviews I was uniform- 
ly received nnd entertained by him with his 
accustomed politeness and urbanity of manner. 
Tho time spent with him at each interview, 
which was an hour, more or less, was chiefly 
employed in religious conversation adapted to 
his declining health, his foeble state of body, 
and his advanced age, concluded by the prayer 
to Almighty God for the exercise of his great 
mercy, the influence of his holy spirit and di-« 
vine blessing ; in all which he appeared to take 
an interest and bo pleased, and particularly 
would thank me for the prayers I offered up in 
his behalf, for my hind offices, and the interest 
I took in his spiritual welfare, saying it gave 
him pleasure to see and hear my voice. 


When I reminded him of the advantages he 


had enjoyed,of his honored and pious ancestry, 
viz , hig father a minister of tho gospel and 
Preside it of the College at Princeton, New 
Jersey, and his mother a descendnnt of the 
learned nnd celebrated divine, Jonathan Kd- 
wards, and that dotibtlcai many prayers had 
gono up to heaven from tho hearts of hia pa» 
rents for hia well being and happtnose.it seemed 
to affect him, and when asked his views of the 
holy Scriptures, he responded, " they mere the 
must perfect systrm of truth the world had eeer 
seen." 
So that, judging from his own declara- 


tion and his behavior to mo as his spiritual ad« 
viser. he was not nn atheist nor a deist. I did not 
administer tbo H»ly Sacrament to him, nor 
did be suggest and request me to do it. 


In regard to other topics, in the course of re- 


peated conversations, ho remarked Ihiit he 
was near Gen. Montgomery when he fell at 
Quebec ; nnd that notwithstanding tho disaster 
if the army .'tad pushed on they would havo 
succeeded. 


At my Inst inicrview with him, about 12 o'- 


ciock nt noon, the day he departed this life, 
about 2 o'clock v. M., as aforesaid, September, 
II'., JS'Jo, I fuiiiul him as usual, pleased to aeo 
me, tranquil in mind, nnd not disturbed by 
bodily pnin. Observing a paleness and chnngo 
in his countenance and Ins pulse tremulous, 
rlutterinn, and erratic, I asked him how ho 
felt? 
He replied not so well as when I last 


saw him I then said, Colonel, I do not wish to 
alarm you, but, judging from the state of your 
pulBo, your time with ug is short. He replied. 
"1 am mcarc nfit." 
It was then near 1 o'clock 


i>. M.,and his mind and memory seemed perfect 
I said to him in thia solemn hour of your ap- 
parent dissolution, believing ns you do in th« 
Scriptures, your accountability to God let ine 
ask you how you feel in view of approaching 
eternity ; whether you have good hope through 
grace that nil your sins will be pardoned, and 
that God will in mercy pardon you for the sake 
of tho merits and righteousness of his beloved 
Son, our Lord Jesus Christ, who in lovo snffer> 
ed and died for ua tho agonizing bitter death of 


! the cross, by whom alone we cnn hnve the only 
euro hope of salvation? 
To which be said, 


with deep and evident demotion, "On that sub- 
ject I am coy." By which I understood him 
to mean that on a subject of such magnitued 
and momentous interest, touching the assurance 
of his salvation, he felt coy (cautious, as words 
denotes) to oxpress himself in full confidence. 


With his usual cordial occurrence and man» 


ifest desire, we kneeled in prayer before the 
throne of heavenly grace, imploring God's mer- 
cy and blessing. He turned in his bed and pot 
himself in an humble devotional posture, and 
seemed deeply engaged in the religious service, 
thanking me, as usual, for the prayer made for 
him. 
Calm and composed, I recommended 


him to the mercy of God and to his grace with 
a last farewell. At about '2 o'clock P. M., with- 
out a groan or struggle, he breathed bis last. 
His denth was easy and gentle nsa taper in the 
socket and as the summer's wave that dies 
upon the shore. Thus died Col. Aaron Burr.
